Cook- 
ing editors of the nation, seeking 
to help out, have for weeks 
been featuring recipes on ways, 
means and sauces which will 
make pig taste as delightful as it 
did to Charles Lamb’s Loti, the 
swineherd, who invented roast 
pig by accidentally burning down 
the house and cooking the pigs 
in the flames. 

There is a saying in the Mid- 
west’s hog belt that while pigs 
do not vote they very often carry 
elections. 

Iowa's “hog-and-corn” farm- 
ers figure putting 100 pounds on 
a hog costs about $15. Your mod- 
ern farmer knows how to keep 
what businessmen call ‘‘P and L”’ 
sheets—profit and loss account- 
ing. Therefore, the costs per 
hundred pounds includes the 
inoculations and “growth feeds’ 
as well as depreciation on the 
farm implements used in pro- 
ducing corn and pasture.

Sen. Kerr Scott of North Carolina 
has headed up an investigation of what 
he and his committee believe reveals that 
the Department of the Interior, which for 
months has been seeking to give away the 
grazing lands and -some of the national 
park assets, is at it again. 

The senator and his committee say 
there is a strong indication the Interior 
Department had “concocted a_ frantic 
scheme” to pass $500,000 worth of pub- 
licly owned timber to a private company 
on the basis of questionable mining 
claims. 

One of the first Eisen- 
hower administration was to reverse de- 
cisions of the Democratic Department of 
the Interior and grant the Al Sarena Co. 
a patent on 473 acres of land in the Rogue 
River National Forest in Southern

Ore- 
gon. The present undersecretary of the in- 
terior wrote the decision, saying there 
was evidence that commercial silver and 
gold mining might be profitable, Timber 
was not a consideration. 

Now Sen. Scott asserts, in a formal 
statement, that his committee cannot find 
any evidence of mining whatever but that 
$100,000 of timber has already been cut 
from the national forest. 

A second curious aspect of the deal 
was that a Mobile, Ala. assay house was 
selected to check any mineral deposits 
taken from the Oregon lands. Witnesses 
swore reputable Oregon assayists had 
been offered for the job but the company 
insisted on one in Mobile. And got it. 

More and more—as in Dixon-Yates, 
and in the other exposures of influence, the 
administration is being revealed as doing 
big favors which make mink coats look 
like dime store jobs.

Atlanta Looks Ahead 
For Its Water Supply 


Atlanta’s water and sewer needs for 
the next 15 years will be surveyed by a 
firm of engineers. 

The project has received the approval 
of the Board of Aldermen and Mayor 
William B. Hartsfield. In approving the 
resolution the mayor pointed out that 
while the Chattahoochee’ theoretically 
will be able to supply a population of 
2,000,600, the Atlanta metropolitan area 
might as well be prepared for the day 
when that saturation point is reached. 

Water supply and waste disposal are 
a combined proposition. On them depends 
the area’s industrial vigor as well as its 
health. Knowledge of the section’s water 
resources is an absolute essential for in- 
telligent planning. This fact already has 
been recognized by Fulton and surround- 
ing counties which already have banded 
together for the same sort of study. 

Water, or the lack thereof, continues 
to makc news in Georgia. Clayton County 
is planning to serve six communities 
without city water by means of its coun- 
tywide water system. Gwinnett County 
is working on a similar project, while 
Jackson County is investigating the pos- 
sibility of tying into the Gwinnett system 
in order to bring a constant water supply 
to its citizens. : 

Urbanization has come to Georgia, al- 
most with a vengeance. One of the signs 
is the increasing preoccupation with water 
resources, their conservation and proper 
use. 

It is a statewide problem, for irriga- 
tion is playing an increasingly important 
part in the agricultural scene. It 1s most 
acute in- urban areas, for both homes and 
industries use water in ever increasing 
quantities.

A gricul ture Department 
Lists No Boom Report 


The U.S. Departments of Labor and 
Commerce have issued optimistic reports 
on jobs, income and industrial expansion 
in 1955 and are predicting new records 
for 1956. 

Employment set a record for Novem- 
ber of 64,807,000. Factory jobs took an un- 
seasonable jump to a postwar peak. Per- 
sonal income of Americans climbed to an 
annual rate of 309.5 billion dollars in 
October. 

Businessmen are planning record out- 
lays for plants and equipment in the first 
quarter of ‘1956. Corporate income is 
greater than ever before. 

There’s no such report from the US. 
Department of Agriculture. Secretary 
Benson’s agency predicts further price 
declines, although he’s flirting with 90 
per.cent of parity price supports for cer- 
tain commodities. 

The farm parity ratio is now at its 
lowest ebb in 15 years. The farmers’ 
share of the national income steadily is 
declining. We're seeing the beginnings of 
@ progressive agricultural depression. In 
our three-pronged economy—labor, in- 
dustry, agriculture—labor and industry 


prosper while agriculture approaches a 
bust. 

More and more people are leaving the 
farms to seek jobs in industry—Mr, Ben- 
long-range solution to the farm 
problem. Farming is becoming mechan- 
ized and collectivized, creating an entirely 
new situation in American social and eco- 
nomic life. Dependence upon the inde- 
pendent, small farmer as a stabilizing in- 
fluence in American economics and poli- 
tics is the real casualty.

The City’s Teachers Get 
Deserved Salary Hike 


The Atlanta Board of Education. has 
been quick to react to the Atlanta School 
Study Council report, granting 4,000 
teachers and other schgol employes sal- 
ary raises totaling $700,000 annually. 

The action gives blanket raises to most 
professional employes of $17 a month— 
raises that were long overdue. In fact, the 
report pointed out that hikes in the 
amount of $60 a month would be neces- 
sary to place school employes on a 
comparable basis with 1940. 

The report found Atlanta falling be- 
hind other Southern cities in the compe- 
tition for good teachers, It also found that 
Atlantans’ per capita income did not 
justify such conditions, 

The study has received support of At- 
lanta’s superintendent, Miss Ira Jarrell, 
members of the Board of Education and 
laymen interested in education. This first 
reaction to its suggestion is commendable. 

It should be pointed out that teachers’ 
are not the only problem. There 
is a critical shortage of classrooms. Stu- 
dents are still attending classes in church- 
es, scout hutS, recreation buildings and 
other available quarters. Miss Jarrell 
points out that 1,000 more classrooms will 
be needed by 1960. 

In the background of it all is the ab- 
surd fact that the Minimum Foundation 
Program for Education in the state is not 
being financed on a current basis. More 
than 5,000 to 6,000 new students in At- 
lanta sthools will get no state aid this 
Veal 

Sut while waiting for the state to do 
its part, the Atlanta Board of Education 
has to face the facts and it is satisfying 
to see it is willing to do it.

On Election Year Horizon 


The Department of Agriculture has predicted that the farmer's 


share of the consumer's food dollar next year will be 40 cents. 


This 


compares with 41 cents in 1955 and 43 cents in 1954. 
From the above forecast, one can easily see that the farmer’s 
share of the consumer dollar is steadily shrinking. 


In numerous examples in recent 
years it has been proven that the 
middie man, not the farmer, was 
the man reaping the major .share 
of profits from the American con- 
sumer’s food dollars. 

This year farmers found that 
marketing charges were up three 
per cent over 1954, while prices for 
farm products were lower, 

Therefore, farmers’ net realized 
income during the July-August- 
September quarter of this year 
Was an approximate vearly rate of 
$10,300,000,000. It is five per cent 
under the third quarter of 1954. 

The farmer is in for even rough- 
er sledding next year. Statistics 
prove that the farmer is up against 
very sad economic realities, and 
when just about every other seg- 
nent of economy is reported to 
be experiencing record prosperity, 
the farmer's plight is seen in its 
true perspective. 

President Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Benson 
must either come up with some- 
thing to reverse this trend, or risk 
defeat in 1956. The farmer has 
been experiencing reduced earn- 
ings for three years or more and 
it makes little difference to him 
thatsthe slide began under Presi- 
dent Truman. 

The truth is that it is time some-

important mistakes of fact, and 
we disagree with its conclusions. 
We will prosecute our rightful 
claims with the same vigor which 
characterized our efforts to ful- 
fill our part of the contract.”’ 


Sen. Clinton P. Anderson, chair- 
man of the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Atomic Energy, 
announced that Congress will be 
asked to name a special prose- 
cutor to fight the Dixon-Yates 
claim. He questioned whether the 
administration planned an inten- 
sive defense. 

‘‘No milktoast defense will sat- 


isfy those of us who have had to ~ 


battle this piece of inequity for 
the past 18 months,’’ he asserted. 

He said the attorney general's 
office, which normally would d 
fend the government, had been 
‘part of the negotiations looking 
toward paying Dixon-Yates mon- 
ey.’’ A special attorney named 
by Congress, he said, would de- 


fend the government and also in- ‘ 


vestigate possible violations of 
the conflict of interest law. 

‘This case,” he said, ‘‘must 
not be in charge of anyone who 
wishes to keep down evidence of 
wrongdoing.”’ 

The contract was before the 
joint committee for weeks before 
it was signed Nov. 11, 1954. The 
activities of Wenzell were re- 
ported to Congress last February 
by Sen. Lister Hill (D-Ala). Sen 
Kefauver (D-Tenn) followed up 
with an investigation by his Sen- 
ate Anti-Monopoly subcommittec. 

Various administration officials 
refused to disclose to Kefauver's 
subcommittee whether they had 
consulted the White House on the 
contract. They said this would 
violate the principles of separa- 
tion of congressional and execu- 
tive powers. The court suit was 
regarded as a _ possible testing 
ground for this contention.

A Cow and Calf 
On the Highway 


If there’s any lingering doubt In anyone’s mind about the 
necessity of a stock law, the accident which happened on the 
Roosevelt highway near Fairburn last Friday should finish it off. 

Maybe you saw the story. 


A man and a woman were driving along the highway when a 
cow and a calf suddenly strolled into the path of their car. 
The car hit the calf, the cow ran into the side of the car and in 
the mixup that followed all of them crashed into an approaching 
truck. 


Just another accident in a season of highway tragedies? 

You might say so, but you can’t dismiss it so lightly when 
you know the details. 

Charles Neal Winkles is 35 years old. He and Martha Vir- 
ginia, his wife, have worked and worked hard all their lives. 
They have a little place out in the country near Sharpsburg, and 
in order to pay for it and afford things for their four children 
he got a job at the Ford plant in Hapeville. 

Last Friday he was on his way to work and his wife was 
coming into town to see the doctor and to do a little Santa 
Claus shopping. That’s when the accident happened. 


Now Mr. Winkles is in Sf. Joseph’s Infirmary with both legs 
broken, ribs fractured and serious lacerations about the head 
and face. Mrs. Winkle i# in Grady Hospital, where she has never 
regained consciousness. Friends tell me that she has a fracture 
of the skull, serious chest injuries and a broken ankle. 


Because of a wandering cow and calf, Santa Claus shopping 
for four little children did not get done. And there is a strong 
possibility that their mother will not only be away from them 
this Christmas but she may not get well at all. 

Relatives will, of course, look after Charlene, 9; Mary Lu- 
cille, 8; Lizzie Marie, 4, and Charles Thomas, the one-year-old. 

His co-workers at the Ford plant have ‘generously collected 
a fund to make a start on medical expenses. Within two days 
after the accident they had raised over $800, which would have 
been wealth to the Winkles last week. This week . it's just 
a drop in the bucket of snowballing expenses. 


Mrs. Winkles must haye around-the-clock nursing care at 
$36 a day. It’s hard to compute the cost of hospital care for two 
seriously injured people, but Sam Simmons, Mr. Winkles’ boss 
at the plant, has been alarmed at how fast what seemed like a 
sizable chunk of cash dwindles in the face of such bills. 


The sheer wastefulness of it is, I think, the most distressing 
thing. A fraction of that money would have bought the Winkles 
so much pleasure at Christmas—presents all around and comfort 
and ease. 

Now, as Mr. Simmons said, it’s nothing. The money is going 
fast, the children are lonely and bewildered and keep asking 
for their parents. The husband, helpless and in pain, lies in bed 
worrying about his family. And the wife, critically injured, un- 
conscious now for five days. she may never be well again.
